Y Graduate  Donates 
Violin  To  University 


A violin  of  ancient  but  unknown 
Piano-Performance  to  Dan  Har- 
vintage  has  been  presented  to 
Brigham  Young  University  by  a 
member  of  the  BYU  Emeritus 
Club  {graduates  of  over  50  years). 

L.  Roy  Pathe,  80,  of  Bakers- 
field, Calif.,  presented  the  instru- 
ment—now  mounted  in  a frame — 
to  Dr,  Harold  Goodman,  chair- 
man of  the  BYU  Music  Depart- 
ment. He  said  his  father,  who 
immigrated  to  United  States  from 
Germany  in  1885,  brought  the 
violin  with  him. 

VERY  OLD 

A slip  of  paper  inside  states  the 
violin  was  repaired  in  Germany 
in  1865,  and  it  is  believed  to  be 
about  lOO  years  older  than  that. 

Dr.  Goodman  said  it  has  a 
good  lone  but  needs  use  to  bring 
out  its  full  potential.  The  instru- 
ment has  been  played  with  the 
Royal  Canadian  Orchestra  and 
once  in  concert  by  the  Kern 
County,  Calif.,  Philharmonic  Or- 
chestra concertmaster. 

WENT  TO  BYU 

Mr.  Pathe,  born  in  Spanish 
Fork,  attended  BYU  1905  to  1908 
and  worked  as  an  accountant  for 
Southern  Pacific  Railroad  1913  to 
1922,  Bank  of  America  from  1922 
to  1935,  and  the  Navy  Oil  Com- 
pany from  1935  to  1960,  when  he 
retired. 

Active  in  music  all  of  his  life, 
he  played  drums  and  marimba- 
phone  for  20  years  with  dance  or- 
chestras and  in  theaters  and  at 
age  73  took  up  the  electric  organ.

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'Survivors'  Learn  To  Live  Lam  Of  Nature

(Following  is  the  first  of  a two-part 
article  on  a unique  survival  training 
course  offered  perioaically  at  BYU.) 

After  26  days  of  living  in  a Utah 
desert  on  rattlesnake  stew  and 
baked  lizard,  36-mile  forced 
marches,  and  sleeping  under  trees 
or  rocks,  26  “survivors'’  of  a BYU 
survival  course  returned  to  cam- 
pus recently  with  a deeper  kin- 
ship to  nature. 

Enrolled  in  a class  called  Youth 
Leadership  480,  the  16  men  and 
10  women  became  modern  pion- 
eers, leaving  civilization  behind  to 
meet  Mother  Nature  head-on. 
CLASS  PREPARATION 

They  had  been  prepared  for  the 
experience  by  lectures,  class  dis- 


cussions, skill  demonstrations  and 
films,  and  on  their  return  have 
continued  with  oral  reports,  dis- 
cussions and  written  evaluations. 

Under  the  direction  of  outdoors- 
man  Larry  Dean  Olsen  and  his 
I assistant,  Doris  Jackson,  they  set 
up  base  camp  in  the  wilderness 
13  miles  beyond  Blanding,  Utah. 
Each  carried  only  a sleeping  bag, 
essential  cooking  equipment  (a 
knife  and  a pot)  and  food  packs 
for  extended  marches  only. 

The  first  week  was  spent  in  get- 
ting everyone  into  condition,  hiking 
and  climbing  and  orienting  the 
novices  to  use  the  materials  offer- 
ed by  the  desert  for  wilderness 
existence. 


During  that  first  week,  a new 
pattern  of  thinking  began  to  evolve 
in  the  students’  minds,  Mr.  Olsen 
said.  It  was  a stripping-down 
process  to  simplify  their  lives  and 
they  soon  began  to  see  what  was 
really  necessary. 

The  girls,  for  instance,  aban- 
doned make-up;  ail  learned  that 
sand  is  just  as  effective  as  a 
towel  for  drying  wet  hands.  Cook- 
ing, eating  and  getting  situated 
for  the  coming  day  or  night  be- 


I came  such  a drudgery  that  every- 
' one  began  to  see  that  he  could 
only  do  what  was  most  important. 

LONG  WALK 

The  second  week  featured  a 
dramatic  36-mile  hike  from  the 
base  camp  to  Bliiff,  Utah.  Blis- 
tered feet  were  common,  as  was 
exhaustion. 

In  fact,  two  boys  collapsed,  and 
while  some  of  the  men  stayed 
behind  to  hold  them  when  muscle 
spasms  came,  the  others  pushed 
on.  Some  reached  Bluff  in  12  hours 


on  empty  stomachs  because  thej 
refused  to  stop  for  food  or  slee| 

During  this  week,  the  studewt 
learned  that  they  could  do  mof 
than  they  thought  they  were  abl 
to  do;  all  they  had  to  do  was  ex 
tend  themselves  a little  farthe# 
They  learned,  too,  a concern  for 
their  fellows.  Each  was  just  as 
tired  as  his  companions,  y6L 
there  was  always  someone  who 
needed  to  be  helped  in  some  way!

Students  make  use  of  the  Coun- 
sening  Center  for  a variety  of  rea- 


sons of  personal  growth  or  for 
making  decisions  regarding  career 
selection. 

Specifically,  the  Counseling  Serv- 
ice is  prepared  to  help  students  in 
such  areas  as  vocational  guidance 
or  choosing  a major,  dealing  with 
academic  problems,  developing  so- 
cial and  interpersonal  skills  and 
growing  in  greater  self-understand- 
ing. 

The  Service  is  also  qualified  to 
aid  in  overcoming  feelings  of  lone- 
liness, resolving  personal  prob, 
lems,  or  finding  appropriate  ways 
of  solving  conflicts. 

TESTING  SERVICES 

As  an  integral  part  of  the  Coun- 
seling Center,  the  university  pro- 
vides both  testing  services  and 
occupational  information. 

Tests  of  achievement,  ability,  in- 
terest, and  adjustment  are  given 
to  all  students  who  request  them 
through  a counselor.  Data  from 
these  tests  are  used  as  a basis  for 


counseling  in  educational,  occupa- 
tional and  personal  problems. 

GOOD  LIBRARY 
A comprehensive,  current  col- 
lection of  essential  occupational  in- 
formation is  maintained  in  the 
Counseling  Center  library. 

Current  catalogues  of  the  major 
universities  and  technical  schools 
are  also  on  file.  These  materials 
are  available  to  all  students  seek- 
ing information  about  careers.
